LAST WEEK'S WRECKS. 


There were thirty-two British and foreign wrecks, 
of which eighteen were British, two being steamers 
reported during the past-week, making a total o 
984 for the present year, “or án increase of 238 as 
compared with the corrésponding period of last year. 
The approximate value of property lost was 
£3,200,000, including British £1,700,000. ‘Twenty 
vessels were lost off the coasts of the United King- 
dom, including eleven fishing-boats off the Shet- 
lands, with the loss of sixty-three men. ‘Three 
vessels sank by collision.

PRESENTATION BY H.R.H. THE 


PRINCESS OF WALES. 
Tug brilliant meeting of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation on Wimbledon Common closed on Saturday 
last with the presentation of the prizes by the most 
popular lady in the land, her Royal Highness the 
Princess of Wales. A covered platform had been 
erected in the inclosure, and the principal prizes— 
silver cups, flagons, trophies, and shields—made a 
handsome show on the tables. The prize-winners 
were drawn up in open column, and the St. George’s 
Rifles furnished e. guard of honour, the Middlesex 
Yeomanry supplyiug an escort to the Royal party. 
The Prince and Princess of Wales, who were accom 
panied by their children, the Princesses Louise, 
Victoria, and Maud, and attended by the 
Hon. Mrs. Coke, Lord Colville of Culross, 
Sir Dighton Probyn, and Colonel Teesdale, 
arrived about four o’clock. 


THE PRINCESS WORE 

a close-fitting silk dress, trimmed with 
white lace, and of a dark blue colour, 
which, before a new name had to be found 
every month for some new product of the 
dyer’s art, would have been called Royal 
blue. A large bunch of red flowers was 
worn, in the old fashion, at the throat, 
hiding the fastening cf the wide-spread- 
ing lace collarette. The dark “ Princess” 
bonnet was ornamented with roses of 
several shades of colour.

IMPORTATION OF INFERNAL

We have authoritative news from Liverpool of a 
devilish plot, which will, we trust, “cement ”” the 
union between the Fenian Conspirators and the 
hangman. For some time past it has been suspected 
that a considerable traffic in explosives had been 
carried on between America and this country, 
through the agency of certain people in Liverpool 
who are not licensed to dealin such commodities, 
Recently more detailed information was received, 
which caused a sharp lookout to be kept on all goods 
arriving from the United States at Liverpool.

““ I wisn to say nothing in answer to the charge!” 

Such was the lowly uttered reply of Percy Lefroy 
Mapleton to the query of the Clerk of the Court at 
Cuckfield whether he had anything to say before 
being committed for trial on the charge of murdering 
Mr. Gold on the London and Brighton Railway on 
June 27.

The 
grand table extended the whole length of the conservatory 
and across Carlton House to the length of two hundred 
feet. Along the centre of the table, about six inches above 
the surface, a canal of pure water continued flowing from 
a silver fountain beautifully constructed at the head of the 
table. Its banks were covered with green moss and aquatic 
flowers; gold and silver fish swam and sported is eh 
the bubbling current, which produced a pleasing murmur 
where it fell, and formed a cascade at the outlet. At 
the head of the table, above the fountain, sat his 
Royal Highness.. His most particular friends were 
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to inspect the site at Eton Rise which has been purchased 
for the Princess Helena College, Their Royal Highnesses 
traced out the plan of the buildings during their visit, 
going into the details in the most practical manner. The 
Duke of Albany will probably lay the foundation-stone 
about the end of October.
